In this vale of Toſphzt, withont the City is the Church 
of S. Stephen where hee was ſtoned to death , and there by is 
a Gate builded that way not be opened. Thꝛough this Gate 
our Loꝛd entred on Palme Sunday upon an Aſſe, and the 
Gate opened unto him when her would goe to the Temple, 
aud in full hard ffones there are thꝛm ſteps like ſhe ſteps of an 
Alle, which the people ſap are the ſteps of the Alle that our 
3.o2d did ride on.

ſaid that they bought Jeſus Chziſt foz fhirty pence, And 
ſince Iulian Apoſtata gabe leabe to the Jewes to build the 
Temple of Hieruſalem agame, but her fozfok his Law. 
And when the Jewes had builded againe the Temple, then 
came the Carthquake (as God would) and caſt down all that 
tyey had made. Since that, Adrian the Emperour, who was 
of Trop, made Mieruſalem againe , and the Temple in char 
ſame manner that Solomon made it, and commanded that no 
Jew ſhould dwell there , but Chzifftans : foz although hee 
htmſeife was not a Chziftiam , pet bee lobed the Chziſtians 
moze then other men, ſave men of his own Faith. This 
Emperour did alſo incloſe and wall the Church of fþe holy 
Sepulchze within the City, fhat befoze was farre without 
the City , and bee would habe changed the name of Þtern- 
ſalem , aud called it Yelam , but that name laſted not long. 
And pee ſhall under ſtand that the Sarzſins doe Mozſhip in 
that Temple, and they ſap that place is Holp, and when they 
gee in, they goe bars fat: and befoze J and mp Fellowes 
came herein, wee put off our harneſſe, and came bare fofed 
into the Temple, and thought that wee ought to doe as much 
oz moze then they hat were Jnfidels. And chis Temple is 
th2ceſcozs and h Cublts in widenefſe, and as much in length, 
and thirty two Cubits in beigth, and covered with Lead, aus 
it is within full of Pillars of Marble. And in the midſt of the 
Temple is an Altar of twenty and foure ſteps of beigth. 
This place the Jewes called Sanctus Sanctorumz fhat ts, Bo⸗ 
jp of Holpeſt, ans in that place commeth none hut their Þ 

that maketh their Sacrifice , and the peopleſit all about in di 
vers Seats, as they are in Dfgnity : and there be faure en- 
trings into the Temple, ano the Doves are of Abbe ang 
within the Caſt Doe ourLozdſaid, Here ts Hieruſaſlem. And 
on the Nozth ſive within the Doe is a ount in, and it runneth 
out : of the which Holy Mrit ſpeaketh and ſaith, Vidi aquam 
egredientem de Templo; ſhat is, J ſaw water comming out 
of the Temple. And upon fhe other ſide is a Rock = men 
called ſometime Moꝛpach (but after it was called 1Belef) and 
tere is the Ark of God, with ſome Reliques of the Jewes, 
This Ark did Titus carry with hi to Rome, when he had 
dilcomlited the Jewes. 


In that ſame Ark were the Ten Commandements, and 
FT 2 Aarons 
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Ans Kod, and Moſes Rod, with which be parted fheRedSea, 
when the People of Iſrael pafſed fhzough on dzy fot ; and 
there was the Ueſſel of Panna, ſhe Clothtng and Oꝛnaments, 
ano the Tabernacle of Aaron, and a ſquare Table of Gold, 
with twelve pꝛecious Stones, and a Box of Jaſper gzaven 
with four Fingers, and eight Names of our Logd within, and 
ſeven Candleſticks of Gold, and four Cenſers of Gold, and an 
Altar alſo of fine Gold, and four Lyons of Gold, unto the 
which thep had a Cherubin of Gold fwelbe (pans long, and a 
Tabernacle of Gold, and alſo twelve Trumpets of Silver, 
anda Table of Silver, ano ſeven Barley Loaves, and many 
other Reliques that were bcfoze the Naftbity of Chꝛiſt. 
A )pon the Nock ſlept I:cob when he ſaw Angels goe up, and 
faid, vere locus iſte ſanctus eſt, & ego ignorabam ; that ts, 
Surely this piace is holp, ans J wiſf not. And there the An- 
gel changed lacobs ame, aud called him Iſrael. 

In that ſame place alſo David ſaw the Angel that llew the 
People with a Swozd and put it all bloudy tnto the Sheafh. 
And on this Kock was S. Simcon, when he received our Lozd 
into the Temple : aud on this Rock ſet he him when the Jewes 
would have ſtoned him, and the Rock rent in two, and in 
e her hid him, and after came downe and gave him 
Tight. 

And on this Rock ſate our Lady and learned her Pſalter. 
There likewiſe our Loꝛd fozgave the ſins of he woman that 
was taken and found in Adultery : aud fhere was our Load 
Jeſus Circumciſed, and there the Angel denounced to Zachary 
the Nativity ol S. Iohn Baptiſt. And there firff offered Mel- 
cheſedech Bʒead aud Wine and Mater to our M oꝛd in token 
of the Sacrament that was to come: ans ſhere David pzaped 
to sur I oꝛd fuʒ mercy , foz him and foz his people, when he ſaw 
fye Angel lay his people, aud our Lozd anone heard his 
Pꝛaper, aud therefoze he would have made the Temple in that 

lace, but our Lozd Jeſus Chziſt fozbade him bp an Augel, foz 
bee had committed murfyer in conſonting to the llaping of the 
god Knight Vrias, foz tv habe his UWife : therefoze all ſpat 
de had pzepared foz the butlding of the Temple, he left to Solo- 
mon his Son, and he huilt it, aud p2aped to fþe Lozd, ſhat ali 
tyoſe ſhat pzaped tn fhat place, deboutlp, aud-with god heart 


that he would heare ſheir pꝛayer, and grant ſhat they fervently 
ageey; 
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asked, uud he Load granted it, wherefoze Solomons Sonne 
called it, fpe Temple of Connſell, aud help ol Gad. 

* Without the Dozes of chat Temple is an Altar, where the 
Jewes were wont to offer Dobes and Turtles, and in fyat 
Temple was Zachary flatne , and on the Pinacle fhe Jewes 
ſet S. lames fhaf was the fic ſt Biſhop of Hieruſalem. And a 
little from this Temple on the right fide is a Church covered 
with Lead, that is called the Scholle ol Solomon. Towards 
the South is the Temple of Salon, which ts a great place, and 
they were the Founders thereof and ol their Dzder , and tn 
fyat Templum Domini dwell Cannons. 

From this Temple toward the Caſt ſix and twenty paces 
tn a cozner of the City,is the Bath of dur . od: and fhis Bath 
was wont to gs to Paradiſe: and not farre fhencets our La- 
Cloyſter of the Temple toward the Nozth is a faire Church 
of S. Anne our Ladtes Mother, and there was our Lady con- 
ceived, and befoze that Church is a great Tre, which began to 
grow that ſame night. And as men go down from that Church 
two and twenty ſteps, lyeſh Iaochim our Ladies Father in a 
Tomb of Stone, and tycre neare was laid ſometime S. Anne, 
but S Elene did tranllate her to Conſtantinople. In fhis 
Church is a Mell in manner ol a Ceffern, that is called Pro- 
batica piſcina, that hath five entrings, and into fþat Ceſtern an 
Angel was wont to deſcend and ſtir the water, and what man 
had bathed firſt therem, after the ſtirring, was made whole, 
what diſeaſe ſoever he had. Thers was fþe man of fhe Pallis 
made whole, who had ben ſick eight and thirty years: And 
therebeſtde was the Houſe of Pilate, and a little from that the 
Houſe of King Herod, who flew fhe Innscents.

the beads of the Londs ever p one after his death, and fhen 
would men of the Countrep make ſozrow fox his death, in re⸗ 
gard of ths Noble-mens deaths : and then hee made his laſt 
Teſtament, But his Sitter fulfilled it not as pertaming unto 
the death of the 1. ds, fa as ſone as hee was dead, ſhe deli⸗ 
vered the Lo2ds out of the Towꝛe, and ſent every one home 
to their Houſes, and told them what her Bꝛocher commm⸗ 
ded her to doe unte them.

| Ow have 4 told you ſome wapes by Land 
| and by Mater, how men map goe to Hieru⸗ 
ſalem. And there bee many other wapes that 
18 men goe bp, after the Countreps that they 
come from, neverthelelle they come ali to one 
end. Pet is there a way all by Land te Mie. 
ruſalem, and paſſe no Sea but to France oz Flanders, but 
that way is ber y long and perilous, and of great trabell, 
wherefoze few goe that wap, but hee that will goe that way, 
muſt goe by Almaine and Pzuſe, and ſo to Tartarp. This 
Tarfary is holden by the great Caane, of whom I ſhall 
ſpeak afterward, foz thifher reacheth his Lo2dſhip, and all the 
2 v2ds of Tartary peld to him Tribute. Tartarp is a barren 
Counfrey , and bery ſandy, foz there groweth little either 
Con to other Fruit, but there is a great plenty of Beaſts, and 
tyerefoze they eat fieſh without bzead , aud they (up the bzoth, 
and hey d2ink the milk of ail manner of Beaſts. And be- 
cauſe hey habe great ſcarcity of Mod, fey dzy the dung of 
Þozſes aud of other Beaſts and burn it foz to dzeſſe their 
meat by. P2inces ano other Lozds eat but once inthe dap, 
and that is verp little -, and hep be foule folk and of ill liking. 
In Summer there are many great Tempeſts, aus Thunders 
that lap many men and beaſts : ſometime on the ſudden it is 
very cold,'and agatn ow-theſudden it is-bery hot. The Pzince 
of the Land they call Roco, aud bee dwelleth at a City that is 
called D3da, but very few Strangers ds defire to dwell in that 
Land , fm if is god to ſow-Thozns ano Weeds in, but other 
god there is none, as J heard ſap, fm J was not that wap, but

Dd if by chance any Chziſtians paſſe hat wap, as once a 
peare they doe, they carry their vitnalls with them, fon the 
ſhould finde notþtng there but a manner of fod fhat they call 
Syles, and they carry tyctr U ictuals upon the Ice on Sleds, 
and Charists without Wheeles, and as lang as fheir Uiauals 
laſt, fyey may dwell tyere, but no longer.

part of the UUazid, whers it is commonly cold, m ſhe Sun ap⸗ 
pearcth not, noz ſhineth but a little m that Countrey , aud that 
Land ts in ſome places ſo cold that there may no man dwell 
therein, and on the Souch ſive of the Wozld, it is in ſome 
places ſo hot that there can no man dwell, the Sunnegiveth ſo 
great heat in fpole Countreps. |

= D2almuch as J have fold you of fe Saraſins am 
ol other Lands, J purpoſe toſet down a part of 
ad Þ weir Law , ans of ſhetr Bsliefe, as thcir Wok 
cde.aibth that they call Alkaron , am ſome call that 
bak Pyſap, aun ſoms cali it arme, in divers 
which Bok Ma ho- 


LA 'Countreps , 
met gave fhem , in the which Bok hee w2ote among ofher 
fyings, as J have oftenread and ſane, ſhat they that are — 
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gos to Paradiſe , aud fhe evill folk to Hell, und ſo he: 
— all Saralins. And if a man ask of 655 Haradiſe the y 
ſhey meane , they ſap it is a place of Delights , where a man 
ſhali nde all manner of Fruits at aſi times, and waters aud 
Kivers running with milk aud honey, wine andfreth water, 
and fhep ſhall have faire Houſes and good , as fhcp have ds: 
ſerved, and fhoſe Youſes are made of pzectous ſtones, gold, 
and ſilver, and every man ſhali have ten Mides and Patdens, 
and hee ſhall every dep once habe to doe with them, and pet 
ſhali fyep ſt ill be Maiden s. Ard they ſpeak often of the blefed 
Uirgin Mary, and tell of the Jncornation,that Mary was tear: 
ned ol Angels , aud wat Gabriel ſaid to her that ſhe was cho⸗ 
ſen befoze all other from the beginning of the Moꝛld, and ſhat 
witneflefh well their Bok: and Gabriel told her the Incarna⸗ 
tion of Jeſus Chꝛiſt, and fhat ſher ſhonld conceive and bear a 
Childs; and fbeyſap ſhat Chaiff was a holy 482ophet tn wozd 
and d&d , and allo miek and right wile to all men, and one not 
any way blams wanthy: and ſhey ſay fhat when ide Angel told 
her of the Incarnatton, ſher had great dꝛead, foz ſher was be- 
ty young, and there was one in fhat Colintrey that p2aitiſed 
S8zcerp , who was called Takina, that wifh Enchautments 
tould make him like an Angel, and went often and lay with 
Maidens, and fhercfaze was Mary ſhe moze afraid of the 
Angel, and fhought in her minde that it had beene Takina, who 
went to Paidens, and ſher charged him in the Name of God to 
tell her if her were fhe ſame Takina, and the Angell bade her 
have no dzead foz hee was foz certaine a true Peſſenger o 
Jeſus Chꝛiſt. OY ü . 

Alſo their Wok Alkaron (aifh, chat ſhœ had a Child un⸗ 
der a Palm⸗ Tre, then was ſhe greatly aſhamed and wilhed 
ber ſoife dead, but as ſ@ne as her Childe das bozn, he ſpake 
and courf6ated her ſaping, Ne timeas Maria; fhat is, Be not 
afraid, Mary. And in many other ptaces ſaith their Bok Al: 
karon , that Jeſas Chziſt ſpake as fan as he was bozne : and 
the Bok ſaith that Jeſvs Chziſt was ſent of Almighty God 
to be anenſample to all men, and that God ſhaii Judge all men, 
the gad to Yeaben, and the wicked to Yell, and that Jeſus 
Chzilt ts tye beff P3ophet of all ofher', and next to God, and 
that hee was a holp {*3ophet, fon hee gave the blind their ſight, 
and healed all Dtleaſgs, he raiſed men chat were n. ye | 
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Goſpels, ſuch as, Miſſus eſt Angelus, ſhep doe it great Ma 
hip: and they faſt ene Ponefhy in he peare, and eat onelp gf 
night, and they keep ſhem from their Mives, but they that 
aro ſick are not conſtrained to it. And fyetr Bok Alkaran 
ſpeaketh of Jewes, andſaifh, they are wicked people, fo they 
Will not beleve that Jeſus Choilt is of God. Further they 
lap, that the Jewes ſpeak fallly of our Lady, and her Sonne 
Jeſus Chꝛiſt, tn ſaying that they did not hang him on ſhe 
Troſſe. Their Bok Alkaron fozbiddeth Burfher , and 
Theft; and commandefh fhem to doe ſs fo others, as they 
would have others doo to them: ko the Saraſins bel&vbe [9 
neare our Faith, that ſhey are caſily converted when men 
— the Law ol }Jeſus Chziſt. They ſay alſo that they 


now right well by their Pzophefies , that chetr Law of Ma- 


homet ſhali faile, as ſhe Jewes Law dofh , and that the Law 
of Chꝛiſttans ſhall laſt ts the Wozlds end. And if a man aske 
them wherein they belee ve, they ſap that they bel be in God 
Almightp, that is the Paker ol Heaven and Earth, and all o- 
ther tbings and without him is nothing dane, and at the dap 
of Judgement every man ſhall bee rewarded after his de⸗ 
ſerving, and that all fbings are truth that God ſpake by fhe 
mouth of his Prophets. 


CHAP. XLV. 
Yet further concerning Mabomet. 


= Lſo Mahomethad wzit tn his Bok Alkaron, that 
n every man ſhonld have two Wives, a tþ;&, 92 


mans as them ltkefp,andjif any of fþeſe Wives do 
w2ong to thetr Yusvands;, hee may dive her out 
of his Youſe and take in another, but he muſt give part of his 
gods. Pozeober, where men ſpeak of the Father, fhe Son, and 
the holy Ghoſt, they ſay that they are not fþ2& Perſons, but 
one God: foz their Bok Alkaran ſpeaketh not thereof, nam of 
we Trinity: but hey ſap that God ſpake, oz elſe h was 
dumb, and that God had a Ghoſt, oz elſe hee was not alive: 
They ſay Gods Mond hath great ſkrength, and ſo _ their 
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Atkaron, and fhey lap hat Abraham and Moſes were greatly 
tn favour with God, fon they ſpake wfth him, aud Maliomet 
was a true ellenger of God : aud they habe many god Ar- 
ticles of our Faith, and ſome underſtand the Scriptures , 
Prophets, Golpels, and the Btble, foz they habe them weit⸗ 
ten in their Language. In their manner thep know Holp 
Writ , but they underſtand it not but after the Letter, ano ſs 
do the Jewes, foz ſhey under ſt u it not ſpirituaup, but after 
their letter: and therefoze ſaith S. Paul, Litera occidit, ſpiritus 
autem vivificat , that is, the Letter killeth, but the Spirit 
guickneth. The Saraſins like wiſe ſay , that the Jewes are 
wicked, foz they keep not the Law of Moſes which her 
gabe them: and alſo Chꝛ iſtians are evill , foz they keep not 
the - -—_— of the Goſpel, that Jeſus Chzilt ſent 
unto chem. 
And further, J ſhall tell you what the Souldan told we upon 
a day in his Chamber, ſhutting out ali other men, as Lozds, 
Knights, and otpers, fo hee would ſpeak with me in counſell: 
and then hee asked mer how Chꝛiſtiaus governed fhemſelbes 
tn our Countrep: J anſwered him and ſaid, Right well, 
fhanks be to God: but he ſatdſecretly, nay, foz hee ſaid that 
our P2teffs made no fozce of Gods Service: foz hey ſhould 
gibe god example to men to do well, and they gibe ill example, 
and tycrefoze when the people ſhould goe on the Holy ⸗dayes to 
Church toſerve God, thep go to ſhe Tavern to ſin in gluttony 
both day aud night, eating and dzinking as beaſts that wot 
not when they have enough. Me ſaid alſo, that there was much 
tontention among Chꝛiſti ins, and ons would defraud another, 
and thep were ſo pꝛoud that they wiſt not how to cloath them; 
now ſhot, now long,now ſtrait, now wide, and of all fathtong: 
whereas ihcp ſhould be humble ano mek , giving their Alms 
as Jeſus Chꝛiſt did, tn whom hep believe. He ſatd alſo, ſyat 
kyey were ſa covetous, fhat foz a little money they wonld 
ſell fyefr Childzen, Siffers, oz Wives, one man faking 
anofycrs mans Mike, and no man keping his pꝛomiſe: 
Therefoze ſatd he, foz their ſins hath God given thefe Lands 
to our hands, and not fþ2ough our ffrength, but ali foꝛ your 
ſins. Foz we know certainly,that while pe trulp ſerve God, 
he will help you, ſo ſhat no man ſhal win of pou; if that pe ſerve 
God as pc ought to doe: but * * pt live ſo ſinfully - per 
ve, 
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doe, wer have no dꝛead of pou , foz God will not help you, 
And tyen A acked him how bee knew tye ſtate of Chziſtians 
in tbat manner: and he ſapd that her knew well the fate both 
of Loꝛds and of Commons, by his Pelſengers which he 
ſent f63o0ugh all the Countreys as it were Perchants , with 
p2ecious Stones aud other merchandiſe, to know the manner 
of every Co.ntrey. And then he did call againe all the Lozdg 
into his Chamber to us, and th{nſhewed he unto me fh2e& per: 
ſons that were great Lo2ds of that Countrepy, who ſhe 
unto mer the manner of myCountrep,aud of all Chziſtendom, 
as though they had been men bozn in the ſame parts, and 
tycp ſpake French rigl.t well, and the Souldan allo: and 
tycn J had great marvell of this flandsr of our aich; and ſo 
{þey that ſhould be turned by our god examples to the Faith 
of Icſus Chꝛiſt, tt y are dz2wn awap thzough our evill it: 
ving , ano thcrefoze it is no wonder tf fhat they call us evtll, 
foz they ſay truth ; but the Saraſins are true, foz they key 
truip the Commandements of their Alkaron. | 


CHAP. XLVI. 
Ot rhe birch of Mihomer. 


CY» Nd pe ſhall under ſtand fhat Mahomet was bonn at 
s Athareb in Arabp,aud his Father was a Panpm, 
A ja aw his Pother a Jew; thetr names were Ab- 
8 3 dal and Hemna, and thep were but pooze folk; 
So S285 and be was firlt a poꝛze d2udge ano kept hoꝛſe: 
and afterward be followed Perch indtze. 

And tye Sarafius ſay be came into Egppt wich Perchm⸗ 
dize, aud Egypt was the ſame time Chziftned, and there was a 
Theppell belide Arabp, ano there was an Hermit, and when 
bee came to the Chappel that was but a little low Youſe, as 
ſocne as hee entred , it began to be as great as it were a 
Walace Gate, ans that was the firlt Piracle that the Saraſins 
ſap bie did in his pouth. After began Mahomer to be wiſe and 
rich, and became a great Aſtronomer , and ſince was the 
KLepcr of the Land fm the Pzmce of Coroſan , and go 
verned it full well, in ſuch manner that when the Pzmce was 
dead. be marrped the Lady names Quadiga. And Mahomet 


fell often tnts.the falling Evill; wherefoze the Lady was ſozry 
that 
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had te ken him to be her Pusband: aud her made her be. 
ebe ed et theme hen fell (6. the Angel Gai . 
him, and fo2 the bzightneſte of the Angel be fell down. This 
Mahomet raigned tn Arabp , in fye pear of our Lozd it hun 
dꝛed and twenty: hee was of fhe Kindzed of Iſmael that was 
Abrahams Son, whom be begat on agar : the other are called 
Saraſfns of Sara: but fome are called Poabites, aus ſome 
Ammonits after Lots two Sons. And pe ſhall under ſtand 
that fhe Turks, Arabtns, and Perſtans doe pzofeſſe the Al⸗ 
kar on, but fþey Vary one from another tn manp matters. 
This Neun well a god man an Permit, that dweit 
in the Wildernefſe, a mile ftcom Pount Sinat, in fhe wap as 
men goe from Arabp to Chalde, à dapes journey from the 
Sea whence Merchants of Venice come: aud Mahomer went 
. often to this Hermit, foz he heard gladly the Hermit peach, 
but his men were diſpleaſed at it, foz fyey frabelled ſometime 
all night, wherefoze they wiſhed ſhe Permit dead. So if befell 
on a night, that Mahomer was ſoze dzunken with ffrong 
wine, ſo that hee feil aſlep, ſhen his men took his ſwoꝛd 
out of his ſheafh whtles her lay aud llept, and therewith they 
liew fhe Hermit, aud when thep had done, thcp put up the 
fwozd againe all blotdp , and upon the Pozrow when that 
bee found the Hermit thus dead, be was verp angry in his 
minde, and right wzofy , and would have put his men nate 
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dealh, but fhep all with one accozd, aud with one conſent ſaid 
that he himſelf had llaine him, when be was dzunken, and thep 
ſhewed him his own Swond all blody, and ſhen he bel bed that 
thep ſaid truth, ans curſed the Mine, and all ſhoſe hat dzank 
it. And therefoze Saraſins that are devout, dzink no Wine o. 
penlp, leſt they ſhould be rep2oved, but tyep dzink good Beve: 
rage, _ aud nouriſhing, fyat is made of Calamels, am 
ereof is Sugar made. 

And it befell ſometime fbat Chziſtians became Saraſins, 
either tþ2ough poverty, mpleneſle, oz wickednefe, and fþers: 
foze thetr Ar<bilhop when he received them (aid thus : La elles 
ella Mahomet roſes ella; that is toſap , there is no God but 
one, and Mahomet is his Peflenger. And lcetng A have told 
you a part of fheir Law ans of the ir Cuſtoms: Now J ſhall 
tell you of their Letters with weir Pames, 

ir ſt, thep have foz a almoy, b bethat, t cathi, ddelphy, 
e cthoti, f thy, g gatophin, h hecum, | jochi, b Kath, 
1 lothum, mmalach, n nahalht, eng. pthoziri, q Zothii, 
t rucholat, I chotimus, t ſalathy, b yrichom, x mazot, $ zalc« 
phin,& joherencon ; theſe are the names. Foure letters habe 
they pet moze foz diverſity of their Language, fozaſmmch as 


tyey ſpeak ſo in their th2oats , as we habs in our Language, 
mv ſpeech in England.

It is of length from Pozoch on fhe Sea of Spaine , unto the 
great Sea, aud ſo it laſteth beyond Conſtantinople fhz& hun- 
dꝛed andtwenty miles of Lumbardp , and to tye DcoanSea. 
Jn Inde is the {ingdome of Sichem, which is all cloſed a: 
mong Þtls , and beſide Sichem is the Lund of Amazenp, 
wherein dwell none but women. 


And thereby is the E ingdome of Albany, which is a great 
Land : and it is ſo called becauſe chat men are moze white 
there than in other places. In this Countrey are great Homds 
and er ong, ſo that they overcome Lyons, andſlap ſhem. And 
ye ſhall under ſtand that in thoſe Countreys are many Jies 
and Lands, of ali which it were to long to tell, but of ſome J

manded that alm ts be ſaid every dap at the beginning of 
Ser bite, and ſo de held Athanafius fog a god Chziſt tan: bat he 
would never after goe to his Biſhopꝛick, becauſe they accuſed 
him ol Mereſte. Topaſond was ſometime holden ol the 
Emperour of Conſtantinople, but a great man that be ſcat to 
belp the Countcey againft the Turks, did hold it to himſelfe, 
and called himlelle Emper our of Topaſond.

dapes and ſe ven nights, ſome ſap that it is but th2& da pes and 
bier nights, alone without any company, aud without lp ;

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done his duty: ano the King anſwered and ſaid 
great Lo2d,and tn god peace, and he was t ich, io that he would 
aok nothing but the continnall love of the faire Ladp, nz to 
have his will of her.

are god Diamonds found in Inde upon che Rock of Chai 
ali: and alſo upon the Rock of Adamant in be Sea. And 
upon other Hils are Diamonds found that are as great as 
Hazell Puts, which are ſquare , and pointed of their own 
Rinde, and hey grow tws together, male and female, and art 
nourtthed wifh the Dew of Yeaven, and they engender com⸗ 
monly and bzing fozth ather mall ones, which encreaſe am 
grow all the pear.

Chꝛiſtendame come to buy their Marchandiſe. And it ts {9 
warme there tn chat Ile that mens members hang downe 
their ſhinks, foz the great diſſolbing of the Body. Bu 
men of fhat Countrey fhat know better manners dog bind 
them ſtrait, and mopnt fpem with Dyntments made there 
foze foz to hold them up, whereby they may libe maze civil 
ly. In this Jland men aud women lie all naked in the Rivers, 
from ths beginning of the beat of the day till it be pal 
none, and tþeylic all in he water but the face, n ſpe greg 
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heat hat is there, and fhe women be not aſhamed foz ſhe men. 

In this Ille the Ships are wifhout naile oz bands of Axon, leſt 

the Rocks of Adamant fhat are tn the Sea ſhould dzaw fhe 

Ships to them. From this Ille men goe by Sea to the Jlle 
of Lana, where is great plenty of Cozn, and the-King of this 

Ille was ſometime ſo mighty that he held Mar agatnff- King 

Alexander with great Frength : men of this Iſte habe many 

manners of 1Beliefes and Faith, aud habe aiſodivers Laws : 

foz ſome dos wozſhipfhe Sun,ſome the Fire,ſame the Trees, 

and ſome the Serpents, oz any other thing that they firſt mat 

in the mozning,amd ſome doe Moꝛſhip ſimple Simulacres and 
Idols; but between Stmulecres and Idols is no difference, 

foz fhep are but Images made to what likeneſſe ſoever a 

man map invent: foz ſome Image hath an Head like an Dre, 

and ſome have fh2& oz four Heads, one of a Man, oʒ an Pozſe, 
m Dre oz any ofher beaſt that a man hath ſœn. 

And yee ſhall unde t ſtand, ſhat fbey tbat woꝛſhip Simulacres, 
they wozſhip them foz wozthy men that wereſometime”, as 
Hercules aud others, who did many mar vels when they lived; 
foz hey ſay they know well fhat they are not that God which 

reated all ſhings, but that they are in cffimation with God fox. 
ze marvels they did, and — kyey wozlhip them, _—_

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ſoſay they of the Sun, foz it changech oft times. and gibeh 
ſometim̃e great heat foz to nouriſh all ſhings on Earſh: aud

From thence men come to a City fhak 
is called Sarchts, aud it is a faire and god City, and there 
dwellmanp true belceving Chziftians, and there be men of Re- 
ligion. From thence men come tothe Land of Lombe,and in 
that Land groweth Pepper, ma Fozreſt that is called Tom:

Journey; and thers by the Land el Komvets the City of Po⸗ 
ſomes , and under that City is a Hill that men call Polombe, 
aud thereof take th GET bis name 
And ko at the foot of the ſame h ill is a right faire and 
cleate Mell, that hath a full god aud ſweet ſavoir, and it 
ſ\melleth of all manner ſozts of Spices. And alſo at each hour 
of the dap it changeth his ſavour diverſly, and who ſo dzinketh 
thzice tn the day of that Mell, he is made whole of all manner 
of ſickneſſe that hee hath , J have ſometime dunk of that 
Well, and me thinketh yet that 4 fare the better: ſome 
call it the Well of Youth foz they that dzink thereof , ſeems . 
to be poung alwap andhave 9 ſickneſſe: and they ſay ot 
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this Well comes from Paradiſo terreſtre, betauſe it is of ſuch

In this Countrey their Idols are halfe Pan and helfe Dre, 
as in the Figure in wwe ſecond page befoze is ſhe wed, and out of 
theſe Idols the wicked Spirit ſpeaks unto them, and gives

Idols they many times llap their Thildzen , and ſpzinkle ſhe 


blod on the Jdols, and ſs make Sacrifice, And if anp man 
die in t;at Countiey, they burn them in token of Penance, 


that he ſhould ſuffer no Penance, if he were letd tn the Earth, 


by eating of wozms: and if his Wife have no Childzen , then 
they burn her with him, and they ſap it is god reaſon, that ſhe 
keep him company mm the other wozld, as ſhe did in this; but if- 
ſhe have Chtldzen ſhe map live with them, ik ſhi pieale, allo 
if hee will. In this Courfrep groweth god wine, and women 
dztnk wine, and men none, and women chave their beads 


nnd not men.

Creſcite & multiplicamini & replete ter- 
ram: Encreaſe and multiplp, and fill the Ear ſh. No man fhere 
map ſap this is my Wife, noz no woman may [aps kbis is my 
PHusband, aud when they habe childzen, thep give them to 
whom they will of fhem that have medled with them. 
Alſo the Land is all common, foz every man takefh what 
her will; fsz fhat one man hath now this yeare , another man 
hath tye next year. And all the gods, as Cozn, Beaſts, and / 
all manner of things in that Countrep are common, Foz you 
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is rofhing under lock, aud as rich is one man as ttofher : but 
tyeyhave an evill cuſtom m eating of fleſh , fo; they eat miug 
fieſh moze gladly then other. Neverthelelle, in that i zu is 
abundance of Cozn,of Fleſh, ol Fiſh,of Gold, of Silver, and 
of all manner of god. And thityer do Perchants bzing <1ildzea 


foz to ſell, and fhoſe that are fat fhep eat, but fhoſe fhat be le me 
ſhep ker p till thep be fat, aud hen are they eaten. Andbeſide 
this Ille of Lamozp, is another called HSomober, the which is 
a — Ille; and there bofh men and women fhat are of the P#* 
bility are marked in the Viſage with a hot Jron , chat thep 
may bee knawn from ofber,foz fhep fhink themielbes ſhe wozs 
thiefſt of the wozld, and they have ebermoze Marre with thoſe

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pe third thouſand , and fhen fhe fourth: and none of ſhem 
ſpeaketh a wazd, And on the one ſide of the Emperours Ta:

many ofher Sciences , and ſome have befoze ſhem Aſtrolabes 
of Gold oz pꝛecieus Stones, full of Sand oz of Coals bur: 
ning; ſeme have Pozologtes well dight and richlp, and many
